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AN ACT to anend the Private Detective, Private Al arm

Private Security and Locksmth Act of 1993.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of |Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The Private Detective, Private Al arm
Private Security, and Locksmth Act of 1993 is anended by

changi ng Section 30 as foll ows:

(225 | LCS 446/ 30)
Sec. 30. Exenptions.
(a) This Act does not apply to:

(1) An officer or enployee of the United States,
this State, or any political subdivision of either while
the officer or enployee is engaged in the performance of
his or her official duties within the course and scope of
his or her enploynment with the United States, this State,
or any political subdivision of either. However, any
person who offers his or her services as a private
detective or private security contractor, or any title
when simlar services are perforned for conpensation,
fee, or other valuable consideration, whether received
directly or indirectly, 1is subject to this Act and its
[ icensing requirenents.

(2) An attorney-at-law licensed to practice in
II'linois while engaging in the practice of |aw

(3) A person engaged exclusively in the business of
obtaining and furnishing information as to the financial
rating or credit worthiness of persons; and a person who
provi des consuner reports in connection wth:

(1) Credit transactions involving the consuner
on whomthe information is to be furnished and

i nvol ving the extensions of credit to the consuner.
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(i1) Information for enploynent purposes.
(tit) Information for the wunderwiting of

i nsurance invol ving the consuner.

(4) Insurance adjusters legally enployed or under
contract as adjusters and who engage in no other
investigative activities other than t hose directly
connected wth adjustnment of clains against an insurance
conpany or self-insured by which they are enployed or
with which they have a contract. No insurance adjuster
or conpany may utilize the term "investigation" or any
derivative thereof in its conpany nanme or in its
advertising other than for the handling of insurance
cl ai ns.

For the purposes of this Code, "insurance adjuster"”
i ncl udes any person expressly authorized to act on behal f
of an insurance conpany or self-insured and any enpl oyee
thereof who acts or appears to act on behalf of the
i nsurance conpany or self-insured in matters relating to
cl ai s, i ncl udi ng but not limted to independent
contractors while performng claim services at t he
direction of the conpany.

(5 A person engaged exclusively and enpl oyed by a
person, firm association, or corporation in the business
of transporting persons or property in interstate
coomerce and making an investigation related to the
busi ness of that enpl oyer.

(6) Any person, watchnman, or guard enpl oyed
exclusively and regularly by one enployer in connection
with the affairs of that enployer only and there exists
an enpl oyer/ enpl oyee rel ati onshi p.

(7) Any law enforcenent officer, as defined in the
IIlinois Police Training Act, who has successful ly
conpleted the requirenents of basic | aw enforcenent and

firearns training as prescribed by the Illinois Law
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Enforcement Training Standards Board, enployed by an
enpl oyer in connection with the affairs of that enployer,
provided he or she is exclusively enployed by the
enpl oyer during the hours or times he or she is schedul ed
to work for that enployer, and there exists an enployer
and enpl oyee rel ati onshi p.

In this subsection an "enployee" is a person who is
enpl oyed by an enpl oyer who has the right to control and
di rect t he enpl oyee who perfornms the services in
question, not only as to the result to be acconplished by
the work, but also as to the details and neans by which
the result is to be acconplished; and an "enployer" is
any person or entity, with the exception of a private
detective, private detective agency, private security
contractor, private security contractor agency, private
alarm contractor, or private alarmcontractor agency,
whose purpose it is to hire persons to perform the
busi ness of a private detective, private detective
agency, private security contractor, private security
contractor agency, private alarmcontractor, or private
al arm contract or agency.

(8 A person who sells burglar alarm systens and
does not install, nonitor, maintain, alter, repair,
service, or respond to burglar alarmsystens at protected
prem ses or prem ses to be protected, provided:

(1) The bur gl ar alarm systens are
approved either by Underwiters Laboratories or
another authoritative source recogni zed by the
Departnment and are identified by a federally
regi stered trademark.

(1i) The owner of the trademark has
expressly authorized the person to sell the
trademark owner's products, and the person

provides proof of this authorization upon the
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request of the Departnent.

(ti1) The owner of t he t rademar k
mai ntains, and provides upon the Departnent's
request, a certificate evidencing insurance for
bodily injury or property danage arising from
faulty or defective products in an anpbunt not
| ess than $1,000,000 conbined single limt;
provided that the policy of insurance need not
rel ate exclusively to burglar alarm systens.

(9 A person who sells, installs, mintains, or
repairs autonobile al arm systens.

(9-5) A person, firm or corporation engaged solely
and exclusively in tracing and conpiling |ineage or
ancestry.

(10) A person enployed as either an arnmed or
unarned security guard at a nuclear energy, storage,
weapons or devel opnment site or facility regul ated by the
Nucl ear Regulatory Commi ssion who has conpleted the
background screening and trai ning mandated by the rules
and regul ations of the Nucl ear Regul atory Conm ssi on.

(b) Nothing in this Act prohibits any of the foll ow ng:

(A) Servicing, installing, repairing, or rebuilding
autonotive |ocks by autonotive service dealers, as |long
as they do not hold thenselves out to the public as
| ocksmi t hs.

(B) Police, fire, or other nunicipal enployees from
opening a lock in an energency situation, as long as they
do not hold thenselves out to the public as | ocksmths.

(© Any nerchant or retail or hardware store from
duplicating keys, frominstalling, servicing, repairing,
rebui | di ng, reprogrammng, or maintaining electronic
garage door devices or from selling locks or simlar
security accessories not prohibited from sale by the

State of Illinois, as long as they do not hold thensel ves
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out to the public as | ocksmths.

(D) The installation or renoval of conplete |ocks
or | ocking devices by nenbers of the building trades when
doing so in the course of residential or comercial new
construction or renodeling, as long as they do not hold
t hemsel ves out to the public as | ocksmths.

(E) The enployees of tow ng services, repossessors,
or auto clubs from opening autonotive |ocks in the norma
course of their duties, as Ilong as they do not hold
t hensel ves out to the public as |ocksmths. Additionally,
this Act shall not prohibit enpl oyees of tow ng services
from opening notor vehicle | ocks to enable a vehicle to
be noved w thout tow ng, provided that the tow ng service
does not hold itself out to the public;--by--yellow -page
advertisenent;--through--a--sign-at-the-factltttes-of-the
t oWt Ng- Serviee; - oF- - by- - any- - ot her- - advertisenent; as a

locksmith. Gving notice to the public, by vell ow page

adverti senent, through a sign at the facilities of the

towi ng service, or by any other advertisenent, that the

towi ng service opens notor vehicle locks to enable a

vehicle to be nopved without towi ng does not constitute

hol di ng oneself out to the public as a locksnith if the

adverti senent does not use the word "l ocksmth".

(F) The practice of |Iocksmthing by students in the
course of study in prograns approved by the Departnent,
provi ded that the students do not hold thenselves out to
the public as | ocksmths.

(G Servicing, installing, repairing, or rebuilding
| ocks by a | ock manufacturer or anyone enpl oyed by a | ock
manuf acturer, as long as they do not hold thensel ves out
to the public as | ocksmths.

(H The provision of any of the products or
services in the practice of locksmthing as identified in

Section 5 of this Act by a business licensed by the State
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of Illinois as a private alarmcontractor or private

al arm contractor agency, as long as the principal purpose

of the services provided to a custoner is not the
practice of |ocksmthing and the business does not hold
itself out to the public as a | ocksmth agency.

(1) Any nmaintenance enpl oyee of a property
managenent conpany at a nmulti-famly residential building
from servicing, installing, repairing, or opening |ocks
for tenants as |long as the mai ntenance enpl oyee does not
hol d hinself or herself out to the public as a | ocksmth.

(J) A person, firm or corporation fromengaging in
fire protection engi neering, including the design,
testing, and inspection of fire protection systens.

(K)y The practice of professional engineering as
defined in the Professional Engineering Practice Act of
1989.

(L) The practice of structural engineering as
defined in the Structural Engineering Practice Act of
1989.

(M The practice of architecture as defined in the
II'linois Architecture Practice Act of 1989.

(N The activities of persons or firnms |icensed
under the Illinois Public Accounting Act if perfornmed in
the course of their professional practice.

(c) This Act does not prohibit any persons legally
regulated in this State under any other Act fromengaging in
the practice for which they are licensed, provided that they
do not represent thenselves by any title prohibited by this
Act .
